No. 107 -TTC(PN>/ 76 .—The terms and conditions governing the issuance of import 
licences under the West German Capital Goods Ciedit of DM 30 million for 1975-76 as 
given in Appendix to this Public Notice aic notified for information. 

APPENDIX 

Conditions attached to import licences /'sued under the West Gentian Capital Goods 
Credit of DM 30 million feu 1975-76 

section i.—General Conditions 

1 (j).—These conditions will apply to such cases of import by public and private 
sector undertakings as have been specifically approved by the Capital Goods Commute," 
of the Government of India for financing under the West German Capital Goods of DM 
30 Million for 1975-76, 
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1 (ii).—Where the value of allocation aproved by the Capital Goods Committee 
exceeds the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million [the rupee equivalent being determined at- 
the exchange rate notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs)] under Section 1J of 
the Customs Act, 1962), the prior concurrence of the West German authorities [Kreditan- 
stalt fur Wiedraufbau (KFW)] to the allocation is obligatory, and this would be obtained 

by the Department of Economic Affairs on the basis of the project data to be supplied by 

the Indian importer in the form at Annexurc-I. Till such concurrence from the West 
German authorities is communicated to the Licensing authorities ( CC1&E ) by the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, no import licence can be issued in favour of the Indian 

importer. 

1 (iii).—The licence shall bear the supercription “DM 30 million West German Capi¬ 
tal Goods Credit for 1975-76,” The licence code for the first and second suffix will be 
"S/GN”, These will also be repeated in the CCI&E’s letter forwarding the import licence. 

1 (iv).— No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted against the import 
licence, except bank charges which may be remitted through normal banking channel, 
Payments towards Indian agent’s commission, if any, should be made in Indian rupees t» 
the agents in India. Such payments however will form part of the licence value and will 
therefore be charged to the licence, 

1 (v).— The goods, and related services to be procured under this import licence ran 

be imported front the Federal Republic of Germany including the Land Beilin or any other 
country. The overseas supplier is, therefore, free to procure material, etc. from a third 
country, if found necessary, for the execution of the contract. 

1 (vi).—The minimum value for which an import licence can be issued under this 
Credit is the rupee equivalent of DM 30,000 (rupee equivalent being calculated at the 
nitc of exchange notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs) which rate of exchange 
should be indicated in the import licence as per para 2 of the Public Notice 
No. 78-ITC(PN)/74 dated 6th June, 1974 issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports.) 

1 (vii).—The import licence will be issued on CIF basis with an initial validity of 
24 months or the last date of shipment as indicated in para 2(xii) below, whichever is 
less subject however to the condition that the import licence will have a minimum validity 
of 12 months from the date of issue. 

1 (viii).—Firm orders (meaning thereby Purchase Order by the Indian Licensee on 
the foreign supplier supported by order confirmation from the latter or purchase contract 
duly signed by both the Indian importer and the foreign supplier) must be finalised within 
a period of 4 months from the date of issue of the import licence [vide para I (ix) 
below]. Orders on Indian Agents of overseas suppliers and/or order confirmation by such 
Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

1 (ix).—If firm orders, as explained in para I (viii) above, cannot be finalised within 
the time limit of four months, the licensee should submit to the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports (CCI&E), or other licensing authorities, as the case may be, a propo¬ 
sal seeking an extension in the ordering period along with justification and explanation as 
to why ordering could not be completed within the validity period. Such requests for 
extension in the ordering period will be considered on merits by the licensing authorities 
who may grant extension upto a further maximum period of 4 months. If, however, 
extension is sought beyond 8 months from the date of issue of the import licence, such 
proposals will invariably be referred by the licensing authorities to the Department of 
Economic Affairs (WE-I Section), Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi who will 
consider such extension on the merits of each case and convey its decisions, to the licens¬ 
ing authorities for communication to the licensee. Only on production by the licensee 
of such letters of the licensing authorities sanctioning extension, wil the authorised 
in foreign exchange and departmental authorities permit the facility of bank guarantee:- 
letters of authority for the establishment of letter of credit, acceptance of deposits of 
rupee equivalent, etc. 

I fxV— It will be in tb- interest of the licensee to ensure that firm order is com¬ 
pleted within the stipul^d lime limit for ordering, In cases where this cannot be done 
the licensee should, of his own, approach the licensing authorities for a suitable extension 
in the period of ordering. The authorised dealers in foreign exchange/departmental 
authorities concerned will exercise necessary checks to ensure that the licensee complies 
with the requirements of placing orders within 4 months. 
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1 (xi).—In cases where firm orders have not been placed for the full value of the 
licence during the initial validity period of the licence, it will be necessary for the 
licensee to obtain the permission of the licensing authorities in the manner as explained 
in para I (ix) above before placing orders against such unordcred balance value of the 
licence. 

Section 2.—Special points to be kept in view while concluding purchase contracts. 

2 (i).—-The contract price should invariably be expressed in the currency of the coun¬ 
try in which the foreign supplier is situated. The contract price should be firm and final 
and no provision for any escalation would be permitted. If any commission is payable to 
an Indian Agent of the foreign supplier it must be distinctly shown in the contract as a» 
item of cost payable in Indian Rupees in India and the net amount payable to the foreign 
supplier in foreign currency should therefore be shown exclusive of such Indian Agent’s 
commission. For the purpose of calculating the value in foreign exchange upto which 
purchase orders can be placed against the import licence, th c value of the import licence 
should be computed at the rate of exchange notified by thc Department of Revenue (Cus¬ 
toms) under Section 15 of the Customs Act 1962 and indicated in the import licence as 
per para 2 of the Publice Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74 dated 6th Juno, 1974 issued by the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 

2 (ii).— Supply orders should be placed either on C1F or on C&F basis in the case of 
private sector Importers. In the case of public sector importers the orders should be placed 
only on C&F basis, 

2 (ill).— It should clearly be understood that the purchase contracts under the import 
licence should be placed after obtaining comparable bids from overseas suppliers. In this 
connection it may be noted that thc Indian importer is free to import from any country 
of his choice, as approved by the Capital Goods Committee of the Government of India. 

2 (iv).— Minimum value of eligible contract. —Provided that the aggregate value of 
purchase contracts under an import licence is not less than DM 30,000 (in the case of 
purchases made wholly from the Federal Republic of Germany) or equivalent of 
DM 30.000 (in the case of purchases made wholly or partly from countries other than 
the Federal Republic of Germany), it is permissible for the importer to enter into indi¬ 
vidual purchase contracts for a value of less than DM 30,000 or equivalent of DM 30,000. 
This is however subject to the condition prescribed in para 2(xiii) below in respect of 
purchase contracts under an import licence the value of which Joes not exceed the rupee 
equivalent of DM 1 million. 

2 (v).—The purchase contract under the import licence is required to be specifically 
approved by the Government of India and the Kreditanstalt fur Wiederaufbau (KFW) 
(the West German Bank Development Loan Corporation through which the West German 
Capital Goods Credit of DM 30 Million has been made available) & therefore should 
incorporate a specific clause to this effect in the purchase contract. 

(b) In the case of contracts entered into against an import licence whose value is the 
mpec equivalent of DM 1 million or less [calculated at th c exchange rate notified by the 
Department of Revenue (Customs)], the approval of the contracts will not be specifically 
intimated to the importer. Once the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
have forwarded the contract documents to the KFW under intimation to the importer, he 
may proceed as if the contract has been approved by the KFW also unless the KFW raise 
any objection subsequently in which event the importer will be informed suitably. 

(c) In the case of contracts entered into against an import licence whose value is for 
an amount exceeding the rupe c equivalent of DM 1 million [calculated at the rate of 
exchange notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs)], the approval of th e KFW will 
be first obtained by the Government of India, Ministry of Finance, Department of Econo¬ 
mic Affairs and specifically communicated to the Indian importer and until then the con¬ 
tracts should be treated as provisional, For this purpose 3 copies of thc purchase contract 
along with a certificate (in triplicate) that orders have been placed after obtaining compar¬ 
able bids from foreign suppliers are required to be sent by the Indian Importer to the 
Mnistry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section, Room No. 270, 
North Block) within a fortnight from thc date of conclusion of the purchase contract, 

2 (vi).—Where contract is placed on GIF basis and accordingly the foreign supplier 
takes out the marine insurance, the foreign supplier should arrange to take out Insurance 
in a freely convertible currency and obtain an undertaking from the insurance company 
concerned that payment if any arising out of insurance claims, would be made directly 
in DM to KFW (Ac/No. 50409100 with Deutsche Bundesbank, Frankfurt/Main). 
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2 (vii).—Where contracts arc placed on C&F basis, the marine insurance should be 
taken out with an Indian insurance company and the premium should accordingly be paid 
in In-liin Rupees. However the Indian importer should obtain the following undertaking 
from the Indian itv ’trance com/nmy and furnish it (in triplicate 1 to the Department of 
Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance (WE-I Section) along with the contract documents: — 
"Wc shall make remittance in foreign currency to the overseas suppliers for any 
replacement that may be necessitated by loss or damage to goods’’. 


2 (viii).—As the contracts are required to be placed either on CIF basis or on C&F 
basis ns per para 2(ii) above, the foreign suppliers should be made responsible to pay the 
freight charges in foreign currency, even where Indian ships are used. In no circumstances 
the fi eight charges should be paid in Indian rupees. 


2 fix ).—Payments to foreign ■suppliers against the licence tv/// be made by meant of 
a ‘Spinal’ letter of credit , as explained In Section III below and no remittance facility mil 
be permitted against the import licence for this purpose. 


2 (x).—As regards transportation of goods purchased against the import/licence, the 
part;, 'csponsihle for arranging shipment of the goods under the purchase contract will 
be fiec to choose the carriers. Shipment can be made from the country in which suppliers 
are created or from a third country. 


2 (xi).—For contracts whose value exceeds DM 1 million in the case of purchases 
from the Federal Republic of Germany including land Berlin or, in the case of purchases 
from other countries, for contracts the DM equivalent of whose value exceeds DM 1 mil¬ 
lion, the purchase contracts should provide for furnishing of performance guarantee by 
the foreign supplier in regard to the performance of the goods supplied (in the case of 
other contracts, namely for contracts whose value is less than the limit indicated above, the 
Indian importer is free to decide the question whether or noj he needs a performance 
guaiantec from the foieign supplier). The form of the performance guarantee can how¬ 
ever be settled by th c Indian importer with the foreign supplier by mutual consent. It 
should however, be ensured by the Indian importer that payment j, if any, due to him 
from the foreign supplier arising from the performance guanntce stipulations should ba 
made direct to Kieditanstalt fur Wiederaufbau (Acct. No. 50400100 with Deutsche 
Bundesbank, Frankfurt/Main). 


2 (xii)_ Payments, to the foreign suppliers under the Import licence should be com¬ 

pleted by 'the 30th June, 1078. A suitable provision should th-refore be made in the 
purchase ordcrs/contracts to ensure completion of shipments and payments by 30-6-73. 
In case it is anticipated that payments cannot be completed by that date, a request for 
extension with adequate justification must be made to the Department of Economic Affairs 
<Controller of Aid Account, and Audit, U.C.O Bank Bldg, Parliament Street, NciV 
Delhi) by 31-12-77. Such requests will be considered on merits. 


2, (xiii) In the case of import licences whose value does not exceed the rupee equi 
valent of DM 1 million, the purchase contracts arc required to be submitted by the Indian 
importer to the Department of Economic Affairs in a single lot. Submission of <-ontracts 
piecemeal will not be entertained. In this connection the minimum value for ehgiblt 
contracts explained in para 2 (iv) above should be kept in view. 

Section 3 —Payment to foreign suppliers—‘’Special’’ Letter of Credit Procedure. 


3 (i ),—Request fot issue of letter of authority .—Within a fortnight of conclusion of 
purchase contracts with foreign suppliers against an import licence whose value docs not 
exceed rupee equivalent of DM l million Tat the rate of exchange notified by the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue (Customs) or within a fortnight from the dale of communication of the 
Government of India (vide para 2(v) (c) above) conveying the approval of KFW to the 
contracts placed against an import licence whose value exceed the rupee equivalent of 
DM 1 million fat thc rate of exchange notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs) 1, 
as thc case may he, the licensee should submit the following documents to thc Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affaiis, WE-T Section, Noith Block. New Delhi with 
(he lequest for the issue of Letter of Authority for opening an irrevocable letter of credit 
in favour of the foreign supplier concerned. 


(a) In respect of contracts against import licence whose value does not exceed the 
rupee equivalent of DM 1 million. 

(i) Three copies of the Purchase Order: and three copies of thc foreign supplier's 
confirmation thereto, duly signed by the Importer and Suppliers respec- 
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lively or photo copies thereof. Attested copies or th: oid-n 1 1 lii 

tile Indian Agents and confirmed by such agents are not a cep,able. 

OR 

Three copies of the purchase contract duly signed by both the Indian 
importei and the foreign supplier or photo copies the-cof, Attested copies 
or the orders placed on the Indian Agents and confirmed by such Agents 
are not acceptable. 

(ii) A request (in duplicate) for issue of Letter of Authority in the form pres¬ 

cribed in Annexure-lf. 

(iii) A Bank Guarantee in the prescribed form as in Annexure- -III front an 

Indian Bank authorised to deal in foreign exchange, (not applicable tn 
the case of Public Sector importers). 

(iv) In the case of C&F contract, three copies of the undertaking front the 

Indian insurance company vide para 2(vii) above. 

(v) A certificate in triplicate vide para 2(iiii) above that orders have been 

placed after obtaining comparable bids from foreign supplier; and 

(vi) A certificate that no further contracts will be placed under licence vide para 

2 (xiii) above, 

(b) hi respect of contracts against Import licence whose value exceeds tht rupee 
equivalent of DM 1 million. 

In addition to the contract documents furnished earlier [in respect of which 
KFW’s approval will have been obtained by the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs vide para 2(v) (c) above], the fol'ow¬ 
ing documents should be submitted;— 

(i) A request (in duplicate) for the issue of Letter of Authority In the form 

prescribed in Annexure-11. 

(ii) A Bank Guarantee in the prescribed form as In Annexure--III from an 

Indian bank authorised to deal in foreign exchange, (not applicable in 

the case of Public Sector imports) and 

(iii) In the case of C&F contract, three copies of the undertaking from the 

Ind'an Insurance Company vide para 2(vii) above. 

3 (ii).—It is clarified that in the case of public sector importers, no bank guarantee is 
requited. 

3 (iii).— Opening of Letter of Credit. —Letter of Credit can be opened on the strength 
of the Letter of Authority on any one of th c following 5 German banks designated for 
this purpose:— 

(i) The Bayerische Vereinsbank, Munich. 

(ii) The Commerzbank A.Q., Frankfurt. 

(iii) The Deutsche Bank, A. G. Hamburg. 

(iv) The Dresdner Bank A, G., Jungfomstief, Hamburg. 

(v) Berliner Handles Gasell-schaft Frankfurter Bank. 

The importers (both in the public sector and private sectors) and their bankers should 
specifically indicate the Bank selected by them out of thc five banks mentioned in para 
3 (iii) above. 

3 (iv).—Failure to make the request for issue of letter of authority within a fortnight 
(a) from the date of placement of firm orders in the case of orders against an import 
licence whose value is the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million or less or (b) from the date 
of communication of approval of contract by the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs in the case of contracts against an import licence whose value exceeds 
the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million, as the case may be, may t>e deemed to be a viola¬ 
tion of the Import Control Regulations, 

3 (v).— Batik Guarantee.—amount for which it should he executed. —The Bank 
Guarantee^ Where necessary, should be for an amount representing the rupee equivalent of 
the amount in foreign exchange for which the Letter of Authority is sought plus 1 per cent 
of that amount towards incidental and commitment charges and in addition interest and 
other charges as mentioned in Annexure—V. The prevailing rate of conversion shall he 
at the exchange rate notified by the Department of Revenue {Customs) under Section 15 
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of Customs Act, 1962 and indicated in the import licence as per para 2 of Public Notice 
No. 78-/TC(PN) /74 dated 6-6-74. This rate is meant only for purpose of arriving at the 
value of bank guarantee to b e furnished by the importer. For purposes of making rupee 
deposits into Government account towards th e foreign exchange cost of imports made under 
the licence the rupee equivalent will have to be worked out at the composite rate for the 
DM. amounts spent by the German Bank in arranging payments to the foreign supplier 
i.e. either in DM if the foreign supplier is situated in West Germany (including Land 
Berlin ) or the DM amount for effecting payment in the currency of any other country in 
which the foreign supplier is located, in terms of the Public Notice No. lSdTC(PN) /12 
dated 28-1-1972 and Public Notice No. 108-/TC(PN)/72 dated 21-7-72 and 48-ITC(PN)/76 
dated 17-1-76 as amended from time to time. Any change in this regard will be notified 
as and when necessary. 

3 (vi) .—Issue of Letter of Authority. —If the documents specified in para 3(i) above 
are found to be in order, the Ministry of Finance (Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit) 
Department of Economic Affairs, U.C.O, Bant Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi 
will issue a letter of authority to the German Bank concerned (as in Annexure—IV) 
authorising payment upto the specified amount to the foreign supplier® on the basis of a 
“special” letter of credit to be opened by the importer’s bank in India on the nominated 
German Bank. A copy of such authorisation will be sent to Indian Licensee. The original 
Letter of Authority along with a copy thereof will be sent to the concerned Indian bank 
authorised to open the Letter of Credit, asking it to submit the original Letter of Authority 
to the German Bank concerned alongwith Letter of Credit opened by it. (Such a direc¬ 
tion will be as in Annexure—V). A copy of this communication will also be addressed 
to the importer. 

No Bank in India should provide facilities to the licensee for establishing a Letter of 
Credit unless a Letter of Authority as explained in this para has been received by such a 
Bank directly from the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Ministry of Finance. 

3 (vii),— The “special’’ Letter of Credit on the German Bank should be opened within 
thirty days from the date of the issue of Letter of Authority under intimation to the Con¬ 
troller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, 
U.C.O. Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi. Otherwise the Letter of Authority 
already issued will be deemed to be no longer valid. 

3 (viii).—The payments to the foreign suppliers will be made by the German Bank 
concerned on collection of requisite documents and statements. Even where the foreign 
supplier is situated in a country other than the Federal Republic of Germany (including 
Land Berlin) the negotiation and payment of documents would be done by the German 
Bank concerned. The German bank concerned will obtain reimbursement of the DM 
amounts from the West German authorities. In the case of supplies by countries other 
than the Federal Republic of Germany, the German Bank will obtain reimbursement 
from the West Germany authorities of the amounts in DM spent by it to make the pay¬ 
ments to the overseas suppliers in the currency of the country in which they are located. 

3 (ix).—Incidental bank charges incurred by the both for payment in the Federal 
Republic of Germany as well as for arranging the payment in third country wherever 
applicable will be remitted by the concerned bank in India to the German Bank through 
the normal banking channel without affecting the Government of India’s account. 

Section 4—Responsibility for Rupee Deposits Into Government Account 

4 (i),_The original shipping documents should invariably be forwarded by the German 

Bank concerned, both in the case of imports from West Germany including Land Berlin 
and other countries, to the concerned bank in India who should, within 10 days of the- 
receipt of the documents, release these negotiable set of documents to the licensee but only 
after ensuring that the rupee equivalent of DM amount paid to the German supplier or 
the DM amount spent in arranging the payment to the supplier in third country by the 
German bank concerned plus 1 per cent thereof towards incidental and commitment 
charges, together with interest charges on the above aggregate amount as indicated enclosed 
for the period from the date of payment to the foreign supplier to the date of deposit of 
the rupee equivalent into the Government Account (both days inclusive). In terms of 
Public Notice No. 46-ITC(PN)/76 dated the 16th Tune, 1976, the interest charges are to be 
calculated as under the rate of deposits made into the Government Account on or after 
15th June, 1976 (as per slip attached). 
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(i) where deposits are made within 30 days after from the 9% per annum 

date of payment to the supplier. 

(ii) where rupee deposits are made more than 30 days after 

the date of payment to the supplier. 

(a) for the first 30 days 9%per annum 

(b) for period in excess of 30 days, 15% per annum 

The exchange rate to be adopted for computing the rupee equivalent of th e foreign cur- 
rency payments made to the foreign supplier will be the composite rate of exchange as 
laid down in CCT&E’s Public Notice No. 18-lTC(PN)/76 dated 17-1-76 or as may be 
notified by the Government from time to time through Public Notices of the CCi&E or 
through the Exchange Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. It will he the res¬ 
ponsibility of the Indian Bank concerned to ensure that the amounts due are correctly 
deposited into Government Account before the original shipping documents are handed 
over to the importers. The licensee should also ensure that the amounts due are correctly 
deposited into Government Account before taking delivery of the documents from their 
bankers. 

4 (ii).—The deposits envisaged in para 4(i) above may be made in cash either at the 
Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi or the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi, or if this 
is not feasible, the amounts may be remitted by means of a demand draft drawn on and in 
favour of the Agent, State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Dclhi-6 for credit to Government 
account as contemplated in Public Notice No. 233-ITC(PN)/68, dated the 24th October. 
1968 as amended vide Public Notice No, 74-lTC(PN)/74 dated 31st May, 1974 and Public 
Notice No. 132-1TC(PN)/71 dated the 5th October, 1971. The Head of Account to be 
credited is : “K-Deposits and Advances—b—Deposits not bearing interest—843-Civil Depo¬ 
sits—Deposits for purchases etc. abroad—Direct Payment Procedure Deposits for cost of 
supplies and equipment obtained under the West German Capital Goods Credit VII for 
1975-76 (DM 30 Milion Credit)”. 

4 (iii),—Remittance will be made in the Challan form prescribed in Public Notice 
No. 74-lTC(PN)/74 dated the 31st May, 1974. 

4 (iv).—One copy of the Challan from the Reserve Bank of Tndia, New Delhi or the 
State Bank of Tndia, Tis Hazazri, Delhi-6 or intimation regarding the submission of Demand 
Draft to the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi-6 should be sent by the Indian Bank, 
which has issued the guarantee to the Controller of Aid Acounts & Audit, Department of 
Econmic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, U.C.O, Bank Building, Parliament Street, New 
Delhi-1 along with a forwarding letter, giving full details of the Advice Notes received from 
the concerned nominated Gorman Bank. 

4 (v).—It will be obligatory for the importers to make the requisite rupee deposits 
through authorised dealers only and also to get the exchange control copy of the licence 
endorsed by them, os required in Public Notice No. 184-ITC(PN)/68, dated the 30th 
August, 1968. They should also fill in the requisite “S” forms as presciibed by the Reserve 
Bank of India. 

4 (vi).—After the imports under a licence are completed and the importers/bankers 
have deposited into Government account all the amounts due, details of the imports received 
and of rupee deposits made should be furnished to the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, UCO Bank Building, New Delhi-1 
in the proforma prescribed as Annexure—VT to enable the Ministry of Finance to verify 
and arrange for release of the bank guarantee furnished by the importers, wherever 
necessary. 

Section 5—Alternation In the contract. 

Any material alternation in the contracts pertaining to the list of goods, terms or schedule 
of payment, value of goods, etc. will require the prior approval of the Ministry of Finance 
and the KFW authorities, whether it results in earlier payments, or in postponement of 
payments. 

Such alteration(s) should be promptly intimated by the importers to the Department of 
Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, New Delhi, (WE-I Section, North Block) for secur¬ 
ing tho approval of the Government of India/KFW in the same manner as explained in 
para 2(v) above.
